Concerning the Reaſons of the Hoe of Commons, to ſtay the 
Queenes going iato Holland, 
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© T he Kings Speech. 
Y Lords, and Gentlemen , nothing but extreame neceſſity ſhall make me willing at this time for to give conſent 
unto the Queenes going out of the Lanl - and I ſhall be very ſorry if the caſe ſtand ſo, that ſhe ſhould be forc't 
to goc to preſerve her health, and I oive unto both Houſes many thanks, for the care they have of my Wives 
health and contentment : therefore 1 deſire there may be a Committee of both Houſes here to morrow, at three a 
clock, toattend my Wife, with theſe Reaſons which have now been read to me. 
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The Reaſons of the Houſe of Commore, toſtay the Queenes going into Holland : 


Delivered to the Lords, at a Conferencethe 14. of 7uly, By Zobnu Pym Eſquire; And 
| Delivered the 15. to his HMajeſtie, in preſence of both Houſes, by my Lord B ANKES, 


Here is great cauſe to doubt, leſt the Papiils have ſome deſigne upon her Majeſties Journey, becauſe the 
| Houſe hath beene informed, that divers of them have ſold off their Lands to a good value, aaduſed other 
meancs to get ready money. EY 

2. It is obſerved ſome of them have beene very diligent, gathering great quantities of Gold. 

3. It is informed, that more than an ordinary TT of Papiſts are gone beyond Sea already, and thoſe of the 
better ſort. 

LI. The great number of Ezgl:ſh fugitives now beyond the Seas, who by their "late deſignes and praGtiſes, are 
knowne to be full of malice to the State, and will no doubt, ſecke all opportunities of acceſle to her Majeſty , 
and as much as they can labour to infuſe into her ſuch evill, Counſels, as may trouble the peace of the Kingdome, 
whereof at this time there is more danger, becauſe the affaires of the Kingdome are nor yer ſully ſettled, and up- 
on disbanding of the Army, all parts are like toabonnd with Souldiers, and ſuch others as will be apt to be pro- 
voked to tumults and ſeditions ; eſpecially in the time of the Kings abſence in Scotland. 

III. That the Houſe of Commons have received information of great quantity of Treaſure in Jewells, Plate, and 
ready Money, packt up to be conveyed away with the Queene, not onely in ſuch a proportion, as the preſent 
occaſions with due reſpe& to her Majeſties Honour, may ſeeme to require, but a farre greater quantity, and that 
divers Papiſts and others, under pretence of her Majeſties goods, are like to convey great ſummes of money, 
and other Treaſures beyond the Seas, which will not onely impoveriſh the State, but may be imployed to the 
fomenting ſome miſchievous attempts, to the trouble of the publique peace. 

IV. That as it will be a great diſhonqour to the State, if her Majeſty ſhould not be attended and furniſhed ſutably 
to her quality, fo it will be a very heavie burthen in this time of great neceſſity and occaſions of other pub- 
lique charges, if ſhee ſhall be provided in ſo Royall a manner, as ſhall be fit for her Majefty, and the honour 
of the King and Kingdome. ; 

V., "That b<caufe wo underfaud by Sir Theodore Mayerne, that the chiefe cauſe of her Majefties ſickneſſe, and diſtem- 
pers, preceed from ſome diſcontent of her minde; the Houſe of Commons have thought good to declare, -that if 
any thing within the power of Parliament may give her Majeſty contentment, they are fo tender of her health, both 
indue re{pc& to his moſt Excellent Majeſty, and her (elfe, that they will be ready ro further her ſatisfaQtion in all 
things, ſo farre as may ſtand with that publike, to which they are obliged. 

VI. That the Commons conceive it will be ſome diſhonour to this Nation if her M*«- ſhould at this unſeaſonabletime 
£0 out of the Kingdome,upon any griefe or diſcontent received here,and therefore we ſhall labour by all gon:d meanes to 
take away, and prevent all juſt 4 pw of her Majeſties trouble, in ſuch manner, as may further her content, and there- 
in her health, which will be a very great comfort,and joy to our ſelves,and the reſt of his Majeſties loving Subje&s.

V Hen the Parliament did th'other day expreſſetheir Aﬀections to me, intaking into conſideration 
the journey which 1 had reſolved on forthe recovery of my health, and repreſented a deſire of my 
ſtay, with a tender care of removing all occafions of my indifpoſition, I could not then give 
a poſitive anſwer, ſuc as I deſired for their fatisfaftion, becauſe I knew not that my health would give 
way unto it ; but {incethat time I hayereſolved to venture my health, and (for complying with their deſires) 
not to goe, lince my preſence here, will be acceptable unto them; and that they conceiveit will be for the good 
ef the Kingdome : For 1 defire nothing more, than to let you ſee, that I ſhall in all things be ready to gratific 
them, and to ſerve the State, though (as I then ſaid) with the hazard of my life. _
